HINTS FOR BER HOUSES 


IRST select Plan that suits you. Make any changes before starting—then get a 
F good contractor to give price, taking care to explain that you want a first-class 
job. Then give the contractor a fair deal and you will not be disappointed when 
your home is completed. 
FouNDATION 


Use good concrete, well mixed, put in wet, so that it will run. This makes the 
wall harder, denser and will make your cellar more waterproof. When there is a tend- 
ency to dampness, outside of wall should be tarred and land tile put in below cellar 
floor line to connect with cesspit, connected with sewer. 


Frame Work For Brick VENEER 


Bed plate on top of cement wall. Run studding down to this plate. Line the 
outside of frame with shiplap or square match and put heavy house sheeting on outside, 
turned out over the foundation to form damp course. Special attention should be 
given to setting frames. as a good house with poorly set frames will be drafty, and no 
matter how well built, the house will never heat properly unless all drafts are stopped. 

A good feature in inside lining is to line with Armstrong’s Cork Board, applied 
direct to the studding and upper ceiling, which have to be placed 18 in. centre on account 
of the size of sheets. 

Plaster direct on Cork Board. This will give you perfect insulation, keeping your 
house warm in winter and cool in summer, and the builder who can satisfy his customers 
by saving fuel and adding comfort will get the cream of the houses to erect. People 


have tried the cheaper built houses and are all ready for a change to well-built houses, 
at added costs. 


Another feature in “GOOD HOME PLAN SERVICE” is the placing of cup- 
boards, sinks, plugs for lighting, coal bins for convenience to furnace, laundry tubs, area 
windows, and all the small features that delight the housekeeper by saving time, should 
be carefully looked after. 


Houses should be wel! trimmed, using material that will give the best satisfaction 
as to appearance and stability. Special atténtion should be given to floors. Every 
woman expects good oak floors, well sanded and finished. 

Be sure your joice are well bridged, then lay three-quarter inch common matching 
of hemlock, pine, fir or spruce, 4 to 6 inches wide, should be laid diagonally, wel! nailed. 
When all the plastering and other trades are completed, a layer of insulating paper 
should be used, and oak, birch or maple flooring should be ‘aid on this well nailed to 
avoid buckling, and the whole surfaced with sander or scraped and finished in colors 
to suit. 


Painting and finishing the woodwork is about the last work in completing the 
house and should be given a lot of attention as often this item is spoiled by trying to 
save a few dollars instead of hiring good experienced men, who take pride in good work. 


The Contractor should always remember that his customers will forget the price 
but never the job, and we will have better homes and better pay for building them. 


THE :THEOR Yao CO OIMNEYS 


By G. T. Houcutsy 
Of the Firm of Fleming & Houghtby, London, Installers of Warm Air Furnaces. 


The draft of a chimney is directly related to conditions of atmosphere and tem- 
perature and a knowledge of these factors is requisite in order to understand chimney 
construction. Air has weight; a cubic foot at the earth’s surface has to support the 
weight of all the air directly above it. As the altitude increases, the weight of the air 
diminishes; at seven miles altitude it is four times lighter; at twenty-one miles it is 
sixty-four times lighter. The weight of a column of air whose base is one foot square 
and whose height equals that of the atmosphere is 2,156 pounds, or about 15 pounds 
per square inch. Being a fluid, the air exerts equal pressure in all directions; i.e., both 
up and down the chimney and, in a leaky chimney, through the cracks.’ It is also a 
poor conductor of heat and one good practice in chimney building is to leave a 2-inch 
dead air space between the flue lining and the brickwork on the exposed sides of an 
outside-wall chimney. Air expands readily when heated; its volume will double if 
the temperature is raised from 0 to 461 degrees Fahr., the pressure being constant; 
and in the atmosphere we find cold regions and warm regions of varying degrees of 
dampness and dryness, the cold areas ever moving towards the warm areas, causing 
winds and depressions. All these conditions affect the draft of a chimney and a chimney 
should be so constructed as to function properly under the worst possible local con- 
ditions. 

We have referred to a column of air with its base at the earth's surface and its 
height equal to that of the atmosphere. In a fire built on a grate, having a draft under- 
neath and a smoke flue to carry off the products of combustion, there is an equivalent 
of two such columns. The base of one is at the draft door and feeds the fire with air; 
the other column is housed by the chimney and is connected by the smoke pipe to the 
combustion chamber. Because of the spiral movement of hot gases in flue travel, the 
latter column is round. The brick chimney is used to house the round column: 1. To 


protect it thoroughly from the external atmosphere. 2. To act as a smooth flue con- 
ductor and reduce friction. The top of a chimney flue should never be flared out, as 
it reduces the force just when it is required most to break through the surrounding 
atmosphere. Indeed, flues thirty feet or under, should be tapered in slightly at the 
top. The height of the chimney determines the amount of draft and no matter how 
high the chimney houses the round column, there is always a corresponding height in 
the other column. The columns being always of the same cubical contents, the differ- 
ence in weight of the hot gases in one and the colder air in the other causes the draft 
in the flue. The higher the chimney, the greater the difference in weight and the greater 
the draft. Under proper atmospheric conditions, these draft columns exist for a con- 
siderable distance above the ton of the chimney. We note this by the variation of 
draft according to weather conditions. The area of the flue should be estimated from 
the grate area of the heater: the general rule being that one-sixth of the area of the 
grate surface should equal the area of the round flue. Chimneys are generally square 
or rectangular. If square, one-sixth of the grate area should equal the area of the in- 
scribed circle of the square. If rectangular, one-sixth of the grate area should equal 
the combined area of: 1. A circle whose diameter equals the short side of the rectangle. 
2. The area of another rectangle of which one side equals the short side of the chimney 
and the other side the difference between the long and short sides of the chimney. The 
difference in the sides of rectangular flues should never be more than four inches. The 
height in feet of a chimney should not be less than three and three-quarters times the 
diameter in inches of a circle whose area equals one-sixth of the area of the grate surface. 


The above rules and dimensions apply to residential chimneys only and not to 
heavy duty factory installations.
